Graphic designers 
must be creative, 
and detail oriented

Do you buy magazines because they’re well-organized and 
easy to read? 

When shopping for compact discs, do you pick ones with strik- 
ing artwork on the covers? 

These items grab your attention thanks to the work of graphic 
artists. 

Actually, “graphic artist” doesn’t accurately describe this 
career, said Evann Richards, associate proteaece of graphic 
communications at St. Louis Community College at Forest Park. 

“* “Graphic designer’ is the preferred term,” Richards Said. 
“In the past, ‘graphic artist’ could refer to designers, typeset- 
ters, printing plate makers or anyone involved in the graphic 
arts industry. 

“That changed with computers,” Richards said. “Up until 10 
years ago, a designer worked at a drafting table and passed 
their work on to the next person in the graphic arts chain. 

‘Today, there are fewer people involved in the end result,”’ 
Richards said. ‘‘More and more functions are performed by..the 
designer on the computer. Projects typically go from the design- 
er to the printer.” 

Graphic designers do more than produce pleasing images and 
pretty pictures. Their job requires them to listen to what a 
customer or employer wants to say and properly communicate 
those ideas or messages in a visual way. 

Many companies use graphic designers in various capacities. 
Some work on layouts for newspapers and magazines. Others 
spend their days working on annual reports and corporate bro- 
chures or logos. 

The Forest Park campus offers a two-year associate of 
applied sciences degree in graphic design. 

“We can give them the basics of doing good, adequate 
designs,’’ Richards said. ‘‘We also have a partnership with 
UMSL (the University of Missouri-St. Louis). After finishing the 
two-year program, they can transfer all their credits to UMSL’s 
four-year program and go in as a junior.” 

St. Louis Community College at Forest Park has an “open- 
door” policy for this course of study. Students need no previous 
art experience before starting the program 
-However, a successful graphic designer should possess some 
creative talents, have problem-solving skills and must get along 
with other people, Richards said. 

“Most designers wind up working at a variety of jobs,» Rich- 

s said. ‘‘Some graphic designers have to be creative and 
ic. Others might just need an eye-for detail and good 
nizational skills. 

“Lots of companies will take on interns,’? Richards said. 
“There are also lots of entry-level jobs that’ are less creative, 
more organizational and production-oriented.”’ 

To gain practical experience, students in the graphics’ design 
program at St. Louis Community College at Forest Park create 
advertisements for local public service organizations. These ads 
run in the student newspaper. 

““We do this only for nonprofit organizations,’’ Richards said. 
“The students cali the various agencies and learn the do’s and 
don’ts about creating an ad. They receive input from the client 
and learn how to lay out the ad.”’ 

Besides seeing their designs in print, working on these ads 
allows students to build up their portfolios, collections of their 
graphic design work. A good portfolio is a vital link to landing a 
good job in this industry, Richards said.

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‘Starship Troopers’ 
offers blast of pulp 


Random observations from the kill-the-giant- 
insect sci-fi flick “‘Starshi, Troopers’’: 

+ It’s rare to see such a well-orchestrated 
blend of hair gel, well-chiseled chins and mass 
human dismemberment. 

+ Lines like, “To fight the bug, we must 
understand the bug,” are pretty funny — if 
they’re intentionally so, hich is unclear 

+ Giant vermin are cool 

Beyond that, there’s little to recommend 
‘Starship Troopers,”” Paul Verhoeven's attempt 
to create a giant, malevolent Bazooka Joe car- 
toon in outer space. The characters are card- 
board and juvenile, the plot twists indecipher- 
able and ¢ epic battle against gargantuan 
gata perrasicial insects cmorally- questionable at 

it. 


Here’s the strange thing, though: Despite this 
battalion of weaknesses, you'll probably walk 
away entertained from this ‘‘90210” meets 
“Star Wars” meets “Sands of Iwo Jima.’ It’s 
marginally goodhearted, despite its violence. 
and it sports enough camp to carry it through 
to the end. 

The story pecs something like this: In the 
tuture, giant bugs from another star system — 
based on a planet called Klendathu — are 
launching salvos at Earth, so Earth decides to 
fight -back by invading the bug world. 

The foot soldiers are a motaLagericy-amicth 
bunch of high-school students from Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, who sign up for federal ser- 
vice, which allows them to become “‘citizens.”” 

Among them are the improbably named 
Johnny Rico (Casper Van Dien), the impossibly 
fresh-faced Carmen Ibanez (Denise Richards) 
and come-hither tough-girl Dizzy Flores (Dina 
Meyer), who has long lusted after Rico. Ibanez 
chooses pilot school, Rico and Dizzy the infan- 
try. In quick succession, we see them join, 
train, graduate and go off to battle. 

Their quarry is a race of giant bugs who live 
in the Arachnid Quarantine Zone, though only a 
few of them seem spider-like. They impale 
chests with their claws and bite off heads with

factor by half and still gotten his point across. 

Throw in the occasional erotic encounter and 
a plethora of get-up-and-go military charges

What's strange about “Starship Troopers” is 
how little empathy the characters generate 
They might as well have been computer-gener- 
ated: Attractive, buff and outwardly moralis- 
tic, they nonetheless come across as mere 
pawns, fighting a war for questionable reasons 
and doing little to better the human Tace in the 
process. :
